Need for affordable housing in Niagara continues to grow 


Not too long after the atroc¬ 
ities and hard won freedoms 
of the Second World Wat; 
leaders from the global com¬ 
munity drafted the United 
Nations Declaration of 
Human Rights guarantying 
that all citizens have a right to 
food, clothing, housing and 
medical care and many more 
too lengthy to list 

Canada signed the agree¬ 
ment in 1948, but we needn’t 
look too far to see how many 
of our rights have been 
breached. 

Let’s take housing as an 
example. 

I think we call can agree 
that a safe, secure home is the 
foundation for a good stable 
life. 

Without it people can't be

expected to be well, have jobs, 
pursue education or care for 
themselves, or a family. 

The problem is, many peo¬ 
ple can’t afford a home, and 
I’m not referring to home 
ownership. 

The average cost for a two 
bedroom apartment in 
Niagara is $868 per month. 
That may seem reasonable 


for some, but if you are a full¬ 
time minimum wage earner 
with one child, over 60% of 
your income is going toward 
rent and that’s before utili- 

This puts many in a posi¬ 
tion of having to make harsh 
decisions about whether to 
pay bills or buy food. 

And that school trip or 
extra-curricular activity for 
your eight-year-old son or 
daughter; is probably not 
going to happen. 

Funny thing though, when 
someone makes an applica¬ 
tion for a mortgage the bank 
will only allow you to finance 
up to 30% of your tax house¬ 
hold income, the amount 
considered to be ‘affordable.’ 

Canada hasn’t completely 


disregarded the right to hous¬ 
ing- 

social housing programs 
have been around for the past 
65 years, but the demand for 
exceeds the supply, especially 
in Niagara. 

Our community currently 
has more than 11,000 people 
on the wait list for affordable 
housing with wait list times 
ranging from over a year to 
almost 10 years depending 
on the community and the 
type of housrng requned. 

Housing is chronically 
underfunded across the 
nation, but Niagara is getting 
less than its’ fair share. 

For example, whenit comes 
to the homelessness preven¬ 
tion budget, Niagara only 
sees 15% of what Hamilton 


receives, a disparity that can¬ 
not be explained by popula¬ 
tion differences - Niagara has 
431,000 residents and 
Hamilton, 519,000. 

If you think these facts are 
dismal, it gets worse. 

The federal government is 
getting out of the housing 
business. 

Right now they contribute 
approximately $2 billion 
annually, down from $3.6 bil¬ 
lion in 2010 with plans to 
drop their support to 1.6 bil¬ 
lion in 2017. 

The government rational is 
the mortgages are due and 
they have fulfilled their prom- 

The subsidy is slated to 
eventually endL 

The end of the subsidy will 


leave approximately 200,000 
low-income households in 
Canada downright aban- 

Wait a minute, does any¬ 
one recall hearing about an 
agreement Canada signed to 
protect human rights? 

I think it’s time the United 
Nations Declaration of 
Human Rights become the 
baseline for how we do busi¬ 
ness in Canada. 

We’ve had 66 years to figure 
it out Our national signature 
should account for some¬ 
thing, after all.

Fungi comes in a variety of shapes, colours and sizes 


At Marcy Woods this past 
spring daughter, Allison 
Plato Kells, was near the 
site where we rediscovered 
Wild Ginger. 

She parted some dead 
leaves and there it was. 
Bright red Scarlet Cup. 

This article is about he 
belief that fungi are really 
fascinating. They are nei¬ 
ther plant nor animal but 
are distinct from either. 
They are a kingdom in their 
own right. 

Fungi come in a variety 
of different shapes, colours 
and sizes. They range from 
beautifully elegant to 
incredibly ugly. 

Mushrooms can make a 
delicious food. I am a

mushroom lover. The late 
Father-in-law and his 
friend, the late Sam 
Cammaratta, each spring 
collected baskets of mush¬ 
rooms from the Long 
Meadow farm fields. I can 
vividly recall a large T-bone 


steak smothered in mush¬ 
rooms. Ecstasy for us. 

Many fungi are inedible 
such as the Scarlet cup. 
Some even cause death. 

Grandpa Joe Holler 
almost died in the Sudbury 
hospital. Joe of Austrian 
descent ate a fungus that 
resembled one found in 
Austria, Not so. It was poi¬ 
sonous. 

Pick .mushrooms only if 
you are 100% sure of them. 
If in doubt don’t even 
touch! 

Ross Bears, when we 
lived next to him on Ridge 
Road, told me of a colony 
of beautiful mushrooms 
under a grove of Scotch 


Amazing. 

Many Fly agaric mush¬ 
rooms, Beautiful with a 
reddish cap with white 
sprinkles. Deadly. 

Change of scene. Rob 
Eberly, area naturalist, and 
I were in Point Abino walk¬ 
ing the Bert Miller path to 
the west side. 

Rob is always curious. He 
led us south into the woods. 
There on the side of a Red 
oak tree was a large, light- 
brownish fungi growth. 
Rob identified it right 

“Chicken of the Woods.” 

It is considered a deli¬ 
cacy with its chicken-like 
texture. 

My friends of Germany 


remembered it as good eat¬ 
ing. However, to some it 
can cause dizziness and 
stomach upsets. 

Eat with caution. 

Former area naturalist, 
Ernie Giles, and I were on 
the trails at the Fort Erie 
Sportsman Club some yeas 
ago. Ernie spotted it, 

“The Death Angel." 

It’s a small white mush¬ 
room with white gills also 
called, the Death Cap. 

Just a half of its cap can 
cause liver and kidney fail¬ 
ure. This species is respon¬ 
sible for 90% of all fungi 
related deaths! 

Trying to scare you? Yes. 
Take care. 

I am going to make a

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DSBN trustee says Rebstock is ‘still an option’ 


School board 
hopes to see 
new Fort Erie 
school built in 
Crystal Beach

School board trustee 
Dave Schaubel stillbelieves 
a new school on Rebstock 
Rd. is a possibility even 
though the Town of Fort 
Erie has pulled its support. 

“The board is proceed¬ 
ing very positively with the 
belief that we can still part¬ 
ner with the Town of Fort 
Erie and work on an agree¬ 
ment with the Rebstock 
site,” Schaubel said. 

“We have until Sept. 30 
and we will negotiate right 
up until deadline to try to 
work out a partnership.” 

Last week, Fort Erie 
council made the decision 
to revoke its support for a 
new school in Crystal 
Beach following a closed 
session meeting. 

Councillors heard from 
three delegates, who 
opposed the construction 
of a new school on 
Rebstock Rd., including 
Lesley Burrison, a 
Ridgeway resident who 
presented Town staff with 
a petition with more than 
300 signatures from resi¬ 
dents who opposed a new 
school in Crystal Beach. 

Councillors voted to rec¬ 
ommend the District 
School Board of Niagara 
demolish Ridgeway Public 
School, a 120 year-old 
facility that will close, and 
build a new one in its place, 
at 143 Ridge Rd. in 
Ridgeway. 

After months of discus¬ 
sion, the DSBN’s trustees 
voted to consolidate 
Crystal Beach, Bertie and 
Ridgeway Public Schools 
into a new facility at its 
June 10 meeting. 

The DSBN agreed the 
school should be built on 
about three acres of land 
on Rebstock Rd. that the 
Town agreed to donate to 
the school board. 

Construction on the 
school could begin once 


the DSBN reached an 
agreement with the Town 
of Fort Erie to acquire an 
additional four acres of 
land to give students 
enough room to learn and 
play. If an agreement 
couldn’t be reached 
between the Town and the 
school board by Sept. 30, 
the new school would be 
built on the DSBN’s 
Ridgeway Public School 
site in time for September 
2016. 

Schaubel is concerned 
about the Town’s decision 
to pull its support for a new 
school in Crystal Beach 
could affect funding the 
DSBN receives from the 
government. 

“One of the factors the 
government takes into 
consideration is whether 
there is a partnership 
between the school board 
and the municipality,” he 
said. 

“Without that model of 
partnership, we Just 
become another board in 
Ontario vying for the same 
funds for renovations and 
new builds."

Schaubel said a partner¬ 
ship between the Town 
and the DSBN is “vital" for 
a new school build. 

“Without a partnership, 
it may pull the lifeline and 
may jeopardize anything 
and everything including 
funding from the govern¬ 


ment. I’m saying it would— 
I’m saying it could.” 

Schaubel said meetings 
between the DSBN and the 
Town have been scheduled 
and the school board plans 
on "keeping those meet¬ 
ings alive.” 

Schaubel, along with 
other representatives met 
with Mayor Doug Martin 
and Town staff on 
Thursday. 

Martin said he believed 
council might have made a 
decision to revoke its sup¬ 
port for a new school build 
in Crystal Beach too quick¬ 
ly- 

“I didn’t say it at coun¬ 
cil, but my concern is we 
haven't had the 
Accommodation Review 
Committee to have any 
say,” Martin said. 

The ARC, which consist¬ 
ed of parents and teachers, 
was charged with the task 
to evaluate Fort Erie’s three 
west end schools to make a 
recommendation to the 
DSBN to keep them open 
or build a new school. 

"We should allow these 
people who put a lot of 


time and effort into mak¬ 
ing a recommendation to 
the school board to have 
their say," Martin said. 

Martin would like to see 
members ofthe ARC attend 
meetings between the 
DSBN and Town for “fur¬ 
ther dialogue.” 

Schaubel encourages 
the public to contact mem¬ 
bers of Town council, 
including Martin, to 
express their concerns 
about where a new school 
should be built. 


“The DSBN believes a 
new school build in Crystal 
Beach is the best site," 
Schaubel said. 

“We believe it’s best for 
the kids to put it (the new 
school) on Rebstock 
because it blends the two 
communities (Ridgeway 
and Crystal Beach) instead 
of moving one community 
to another."
